Closkey conceded Wurzbaeh's elec- 
tion, but he denied all knowledge 
of fraud in connection with the 
election. 


Wurzbach won on the floor at 
the time -the 
house 
adopted' the 


resolution. 


Although Sears answered in the

A ring, or syndicate, operating 


from coast to coast and with head- 
quarters in Chicago, "has made mil- 
lions of dollars and has 
flooded 


the United States with millions of 
gallons of spurious 
hootch,' . 
the 


newspaper said. 


"And 
most 
astounding of all," 


the account continues, "the United 
States government has supplied ev- 
ery drop of the liquor." 


The federal 
investigation 
has 


been under way since last July, 
the Herald and Examiner said, and 
involves the withdrawal and divis- 
ion of industrial alcohol. 


The circumstances as reported by 


the newspaper are in substance as 
follows: 


Agents under direction of Alex- 


ander Jamie, chief of agents In this 
district, discovered existence of a 
conspiracy for the diversion of de- 
natured alcohol 
from 
legitimate 


commercial uses to 
bootleggers. 


The denatured alcohol, by chemi- 
cal processes, was made the basis 
of a considerable portion of the boot- 
leg liquor offered for sale in this 
country. 


The agents aid not 
pretend to 


have traced more than one-fifth of 
the total of alcohol thus diverted 
but they definitely traced diversion 
of 4,000,000 gallons of such alcohol 
in Chicago and half that much in 
New York. At $10 a gallon that 
represented a business of $60,000,- 
000 in two cities. A gallon of alco- 
hol, the newspaper pointed out, is 
equivalent to more than two gal- 
lons of whiskey, gin or brandy. 


Seizure of a carload of denatured 


alcohol last summer started 
the 


federal agents on the tfact of the 
conspiracy. That alcohol was ship- 
ped by the Dee Drug company of 
New York and was consigned to A. 
Sebren, Chicago. 
"So important are the 
revela- 


tions," the Herald and Examiner 
said, "that the foundation for their

articles and for improvement of 
the existing farm system. 
It car- 


ded appropriations of $250,000 for 
the remainder of the fiscal year 
ending August 
30, 1930, and of 


$300,000 for the next fiscal year, 
this money to be divided equally 
between Huntsville and the farms. 


The compromise measure 
was 


offered as an amendment to the 
bills of 
Representative Harry N. 
Graves of Georgetown, who said it 
was acceptable to him. 


It represented the joint efforts 


of all house factions, Hogg explain- 
ed, except those who "are deadset 
against any location except Aus- 
tin." 


Hogg, who voted for the Austin 


site, and still believed it the best 
one to selection, explained that be- 
cause of its action in rejecting that 
site last week the house had ex- 
pressed Its unalterable opposition 
to moving the prison system off 
present state owned lands. He ex- 
pressed the belief that from the 
humanitarian point of view, the 
compromise accomplished as much 
as the selection of the Austin site 
would do and that it cared for the 
farmes of the system in an even 
better manner.
